Socialist Premier Leon Blum won 
first approval for the program when 
the of deputies finance 
committee indicated its endorsement 
of the ponderous text covering the 
devaluation measures with what of- | 
ficials called “few minor changes.” | 

The committee voted 20 to 12 in, 
favor of the currency sealinement. | 
Seven communists did not vote. All 
Socialist and radical Socialjsts voted 
“ves; centrists and rightists “no.” 

Sources close to the government 
said the cabinet hoped to obtain final 
approval of the text by both houses | 
of parliament by Wednesday.

A.C. Newell, Local Insurance Man, 
Paid Tribute in National Magazine 


Alfred C. Newell, widely known 
Atlantan, who for many years has 
been prominent in civic activities, 
was paid high tribute in the current 
issue of the Eastern Underwriter, na- 
tional insurance magazine. The arti- 
cle follows in full: 


“He might have been a United | 
States senator, but he had chosen to 
come back home, and back home he 
stayed. 

“Alfred Colquitt Newell has been 
for many years an outstanding busi- 
ness, civic and social figure in At- 
lanta. He wrote his first policy for 
his company on March 19, 1905. Now 
he is the oldest general agent in point 
of service. For ten years he was 
president of his company’s Star Pro- 
ducers Club. 

“These facts are life insurance his- 
tory. But Mr. Newell's lifelong friend, 
the late James B. Nevin, one of Geor- 
gia’s noted editors, told with gusto 
the little-known story of his involun- 
tary candidacy for the United States 
| senate, 

“It was in 1896. Mr. Newell, only 


|five years out of the University of 
| Georgia, was one of the bright young | 
‘stars of the Atlanta Constitution’s | 
_local news staff. His friend ‘Jim’ 
| Nevin was in the state legislature. 
| United States senators in those days 
| were elected, not by popular vote, but 
by the legislature. The sudden death 
of Speaker Charles F. Crisp, who 
| was slated to go to the senate, pre- 
'cipitated a free-for-all. 


Got One Vote for Senator.

I—Olden Cities. 


During the time of Columbus, the 
‘Inca empire in South America had 
about the same area as modern 
France and Germany put together. 
|All of modern Peru was in the em- 
|pire, which stretched along the Pa- 
|cific coast from a point in Ecuador 
‘to a river in northern Chile.

The Inca empire was not just a 
strip along the coast. It reached far 
back into the mountains, and there 
were high peaks inside the borders. 
The highlands were more important 
than the lowlands. The capital city, 
Cuzco, was 11,380 feet above 
level. 

Some of the remains of early and 
little-known tribes in the region are 
believed to be more than 2,000 years 
old. but the first records of the In- 
cas go back only eight centuries. It 
seems that the Incas at first made 
their home around the shores of Lake 
Titicaca, and on islands in teat Jake. 

Today we find “buried cities’ in 


the Inca empire, or we might better 
call them “dead cities,” for the re 


! 


mains are plain to our view. At 
(one time those cities contained thou- 
sands of persons, but now they are 
only ruins. 

Perhaps the greatest of the dead 
cities is known as Machu Picchu, It 
was discovered only 25 years ago. It 
| contains what is left of hundreds of 
‘buildings, and we see great. stone 
stairways once used by the Inca peo- 
ple. Terraces at the edge of the city 
show us where garden crops were 
raised. 

Among the famous Inca temples 
which we can see today is one built 
in honor of the god Viracocha. It 
|is 87 feet wide and 330 feet long, 
‘and one wall has a height of 40 feet, 
| This temple was built partly of stone, 
'partly of sun-baked bricks. 

‘The Inca Indians called their ruler 
ithe Sapa Inca, meaning the “Only” 
‘or the “Great” Inca. He lived at 
in a mighty fort with three 
‘towers. A wall outside the fort was 
11,200 feet long. The stones used to 
the fort were large blocks of 
granite. One granite block which can 
| he seen today is 38 feet long, 18 feet 
'broad and six feet deep. 

| The Incas had no iron tools, but 
‘they knew the use of other metals— 
‘silver, gold and copper. Some of 
their cutting tools appear to have 
‘been made hy melting copper with a 
‘small amount of tin, thus forming 
| bronze. 

| Legend says there were 13 Inca 
emperors, and that the first of them 
was Manco Capac, a child of the sun- 
‘god. This compares with the Jap- 
-anese story which says the emperor 
of Japan can trace his ancestors back 
to the goddess of the sun.
